Group 111, claims 25-38, drawn to a third method, a method of increasing survival of mammalian nucleated cells following drying and 
rehydration comprising contacting the cells with an apoptosis inhibitor. 

Group rV claims 29-35, drawn to a fourth method, a method of increasing survival of mammalian nucleated cells following drying and 
rehydration comprising introducing or inducing production of a heat shock protein m the cells.

Thus, the product 
of Group VI is not made by the process of Group V. 

Likewise, the product of Group VII requires a disaccharide, an exogenous heat shock protein and a dried mammalian nucleated 
cell. The process of Group IV does not require the presence of a disaccharide. Thus, the composition of Group VII is not made by the 
process of Group IV. 

Likewise, the product of Group VIII requires a dried mammalian nucleated cell, a disaccharide and an exogenous apoptosis 
inhibitor. The process of Group III does not require the presence of a disaccharide. Thus, the product of Group VIII is not made by the 
process of Group 111.
